the board: 

1. Adopted a new salary 
schedule giving teachers a 
$600 across-the-board salary 
increase, to be allotted in two 
stages in the next nine months. 

2. Unanimously indorsed a 
proposal ‘or a joint St. Louis- 
St. Louis county junior college 
district. 


Purposes of Bond Issue.

The bond issue, which would |

be used to finance new 
construction, *to modernize cer- 
tain existing buildings and to 
make improvements in_ fire 
safety, ts ebout $6,000,000 less 
than a bond issue proposal which 
was defeated three times last 
year. A_ two-thirds majority 
would be required for passage. 

The presenily authorized tax 
rate of $1.77 on each $100 of as- 
sessed property valuation was 
approved ‘Sy voters two years 
aco, although the board set the 
rate at only $1.74 for the present 
year. The rate, which requires | 
approval by a majority vote, 
would finance a tentative budget 
of $44,970,874 ‘or the coming fis- 
cal year. 

Describing the bond issue pro- 
posal as a “bare bones pro- 
gram,” Daniel L. Schlafly, presi- 
dent of the board, said that a 


total of $6,355,000 was trimmed | 
from the previous bond proposals 


because of changes in the city’s 
new fire safety code and a re- 
duced amount of funds required 
for construction of a Northwest 
High School and an addition to 
McKinley High School. 

In addition, t 
some savings achieved in chang- 
ing plans for plumbing and elec- 
trical modernization in varicus 
school, he said. 

Difference in Funds. 

In the present proposal, a total 
of $2,408,900 is allotted for fire 
safety and electrical moderniza- 
tion, compared with the $5,238,- 


for electrical and plumbing mod- 
ernization in last year’s unsuc- 
cussful bond issue, he noted. 

Superintendent 
Philip J. Hickey tol. "' board 
that only $1,293,790 would be 
sought for the Northwest and Mc- 
Kinley projects, compared with 
a total of $3,617,250 sought last 
time.

PARIS, Dec. 13 (AP) — The 
Western European Union assem- 
bly urged the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization today to 
bring its ground forces up to an 
agreed strength of 30 divisions. 
By doing this, it said, NATO 
could avoid having to resort to 
nuclear weapons in case of a 
Communist attack. 

NATO has about 20 fully 
equipped divisions and is point- 


ing toward 21] or more by Jan. 1. | 


In a resolution, the assembly | 


said also that the NATO council | 


should be urged to give greater | 


authority to Allieu commanders | 
in the deployment of their multi- 
national forces and at least the| 
right to determine their own sup- | 
ply requirements. 

Anthony Duynstee of The 
Netherlands, a member of the 
NATO parliamentarians confer- 
ence, said 30 NATO divisions | 
were not enough to counter ef- | 
fectively the Communist threat. 

He said that he was voting for 
the resolution only because its 
language does not limit NATO 
to 30 divisions. The goal, he 
said, should be between 40 
and 50. 


The WEU, established origi- 
nally to bring West Germany 
into NATO and to control Ger- 
man rearmament, said _ that 
troop commanders must have 
more authority to move their 
units because they now are ham- 
pered by ‘‘an intricate maze of 
national restrictions.” 

Gen. Lauris Norstad, supreme 
commander in Europe, told the 
gathering that NATO’s nuclear 
arsenal is well distributed and 
growing. He said that current 
talk about making the alliance 
a nuclear power has resulted in 
great misconceptions about its 
nuclear capability. 

NATO, he said, has had the 
capability of delivering nuclear 
blows against an aggressor for 
many years, and West Germany 
has had such capability for_a 
few years, 

But he emphasized: ‘“There is 
no plan or suggestion or require- 
ment to give independent control 
over nuclear warheads’ to any 
country not already having them. 

Nuclear warheads that would 
be available to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in the event 
of attack are stockpiled at vari- 
ous American bases in Europe 
and controlled by the United 
States. A much smaller number, 
of British manufacture, are con- 
trolled by Britain. 

The other NATO allies have 
no nuclear warheads but do have 
missiles and projectiles that can 
be fitted with such warheads. 

Norstad said the Atlantic Al- 
liance has not done enough to 
strengthen its forces in the face 
of the Soviet threat to Berlin, but 
he acknowledged that significant 
efforts have been made to build 
up strength since the Commu- 
nists built the wall through Ber- 
lin Aug. 13. 

He said that at that time 
NATO had more than 21 divi- 
sions but they were all under 
strength and equivalent to only 
15 or 16 effective divisions. 

“The effectiveness has been 
considerably increased so that 
we will have 2] or 22 or possibly 
23 fully equipped divisions ready 
by Jan. 1,” the general said. 

Norstad said the principal 
problem is to get adequate sup- 
plies, equipment and combat 
support units. 

‘We have not done enough... 
we must do more, and that takes 
time, effort and money .. . there | 
is no way out of it,’’ he declared. |

Leader of 74 Negroes Praying 
On Courthouse Steps Is Jailed 


ALBANY, Ga., Dec. 13 (UPI) 
— A group of 74 hymn-singing 
Negroes knelt in prayer on the 
courthouse steps today to pro- 
test against the trial of 1] Free- 
dom Riders. Police broke up the 
demonstration and a judge sen- 
tenced the leader to five days 
in jail for contempt of court. 


Thirty-four other adults were 
released after Recorders Court 
Judge Abner israel ruled in the 
contempt case of integration 
leader Slater King. 


Earlier, authorities had dis- 
missed and escorted away about 
40 juveniles who took part in 
the demonstration. Several of the 
minors appeared to be _ only 
about 7 years old. 


At the contempt trial of King. 
police chief Laurie Pritchett tes- 
tified he told King the courtroom 
where I] Freedom Riders were 
on trial was being disturbed by 
the prayers and songs. 


King contended in court he 
was not told by officers of the 
hearing, nor was he challenged 
for noise. Pritchett told the court 
that King told him outside the 
building, ‘‘We will not leave un- 
ti) the péople in the court are 
released and the court dis- 
banded.”

He Refuses to Ask for Mercy 


Former Gestapo Colonel Says ‘I Must 


Suffer for Others’ — Will Be 
Sentenced Friday. 


JERUSALEM, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
Israel demanded today that Adolf 
Eichmann be executed for his 
role in the Nazi slaughter of 
Jews. The former Gestapo colo- 
nel refused to beg for mercy. 

“It is my profound conviction 
that I must suffer for others,” 
Eichmann told the special Is- 
raeli tribunal in his final words 
“T must carry the burden im- 
posed on me by fate.” 

Biting his words off, the de- 
fendant assailed his conviction 
as based on a deception. 

In a 20-minute prepared speech, 
Eichmann told the court that he 
was a tool in a vast Nazi ma- 
chine. Since the Hitler Reich 
collapsed, he said, other Nazis 
had shifted the blame for the 
extermination p'ot to him. They 
are the liars, not he, Eichmann 
contended. 

The three-man tribunal heard 
him out and then annouced sen- 
tence will be 
morning. There seemed little 
doubt that it will be the death 
penalty. 

Demands Death Penalty. 

Attorney General Gideon Haus- 
ner opened the day’s session 


with a demand for the death pen- | 


alty from the court that found 
Eichmann” guilty of capital 
crimes in the wartime killing of 
6,000,000 Jews in Europe under 
Hitler. 

‘There can be one sentence for 
him and no other,”’ Hausner de- 
clared in a one-hour speech. 

He did not name the method 
of execution. That is up to the 
court if it decides on death. 
Israel’s basic law would provide 
hanging. 

Detense Attorney Robert Ser- 
vatius arose to challenge the 
Attorney General’s declaration 
that there could be no mitigation. 

Servatius urged the tribunal 
“which has shown justice, to 
also show mercy in declaring 
punishment.” 

Reads From Folder. 

When asked if he had any- 
thing to say to the court, Ejich- 
mann rose, opened a folder and 
began to read: 

‘| have heard the severe judg- 
ment of the court and my hopes 
for justice have been disap- 
pojnted. I cannot accept the 
judgment. I had the misfortune 
to have been involved in these 
events. The slaughter was the 
responsibility of political leaders. 
It is they who should bear the 
punishment.”’

MOSCOW, Dec. 13—A Latvian 
inventor claims to have devised

world’s TV stations by catching 
their signals off meteor dust. 

A correspondent of Pravda, the

Soviet Latvia, describes the in- 
vention as “‘an original TV set 
of distant reception.” 


The inventor, Leopold Ozols- 


Ozolinn, of Krustpils, Latvia, 
reportediy read an article in a 
Soviet technical magazine about 
the possibility of reflecting ultra 
short waves from meteor show- 
ers formed about 65 miles up. 
“This,’’ Ozals-Ozolinn is quoted 
as saying, “led me to use meteor 
currents as reflectors of televi 
sion waves—that is to constitute 
a cosmic retransmitter.”’ 
Pravda said the inventor, after 
studying astronomical calendars 


and star charts, developed at TV 
aerial to focus on specific areas

The United States is firmly on 
record with statements by Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk, Under 
Secreiary of State George Ball 
and by Adlai E. Stevenson, chief 
American delegate in the United 
Nations 


Reasons for the American 


decision are as interesting as 
the reasons why some of Ameri- 
ca’s European allies disagree 
with the United States. 

American policymakers decid- 
ed to back Thant after balanc- 
ing arguments for and against. 
It seemed that the harm to be 
done by failing to back Thant 
was much greater than the harm 
done by splitting with our 
European allies on this issue. 

Involved was an over-all judg- 
ment on the importance of The 
Congo operation to the future of 
the U.N.—and on the importance 
of the United Nations to the 
United States. 

IT SEEMED to United States 
policymakers that failure of the 
United Nations venture in The 
Congo would weaken the world 
organization drastically. There 
is, in fact, little disagreement on 
this point. 

France would like to see the 
United Nations weakened. So 
would the Soviet Union. There 
is a striking resemblance, noted 
by American diplomats, between 
French and Russian policy on 
The Congo. Russia abstained on 
some Congo resolutions, France 
on others. Neither Russia nor 
France is supporting The 
Congo venture financially. 
France voted with the Soviet 
bloc in the U.N. this week in op- 
posing a resolution asking the 
World Court for an advisory 
opinion as to the right of U.N. 
members to refuse to help pay 
the costs of The Congo opera- 
tion, 


President De Gaulle of France 
has not lagged behind Premier 
Khrushchev of Russia in say- 
ing disagreeable things about 
the United Nations. 

The United States, on the con- 
trary, believes the United Na- 
tions is a vital instrument for 
implementation of American pol- 
icy objectives. This belief did 
not originate with the Kennedy 
Administration. It has been a 
cornerstone of American policy 


since the world organization was | 
founded—though from time to| 


time honored more in words 
than in deeds. 

AS THE UNITED NATIONS 
has doubled in size, Asian and 
African voices have replaced to 
a large extent the former domi- 
nant voices of the United States 
and its allies. From this, some 
Americans—and even more Eur- 
opeans—have concluded that the 
U.N. no longer is important for 
Western policy purposes. 

This conclusion is not shared 
by American diplomats or by 
the Russians. 

With the influx of new mem- 
bers, the United Nations has be- 
come more and more identified 
with rising nationalism in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America. As 
such, it is the chief competitor 
to world Communism, which 
seeks to identify itself with that | 
same rising nationalism. 

The Russians know this, and 
seek to weaken the United Na- | 
tions. American diplomats know | 
it, and seek to strengthen the 
United Nations. 

The United Nations, so Ameri- 
can diplomats believe, is a force 


for stability and orderly change | 
in the world. World Communism | 


has most to gain from instability 
and disorder. 


THERE ARE HISTORICAL 
reasons why the United States 
has been better able to adjust 
itself to a United Nations which 
has become identified with rising 
nationalism—and anti-colonialism

To Magnify Our Voice 

Until 1964 politics in St. Louis and 
Missouri will be in 2 twilight zone 
between past redistricting and fu- 
ture reforms. Our metropolitan area 
continues to grow in population, but 
we are not properly represented in 
Washington or Jefferson City be- 
cause the present method of dis- 
tributing legislative seats favors the 
dwindling out-state population. 

Compounding this discrimination, 
the balkanization of metropolitan 
government prevents the central 
city and the suburbs from creating 
a cohesive unit to challenge the 
rural legislature. 

A state constitutional amendment 
to unify the city and county govern- 
ments may be voted on next year. 
If unification is achieved, a union 
of city and suburban interests will 
result. But we will still suffer the 
inattention of, or interference from, 
the state government. Rural control 
of our government is tragically 
archaic when most Missourians live 
in urban areas, and where most 
state expenses are paid for by 
urban taxpayers. 

Also in 1962, Missouri voters can 
call a constitutional convention to 
bring our present Constitution up to 
date. Some changes to recognize 
the continuing urbanization of our 
state must be made, and greater 
urban representation in the Legisla- 
ture must be provided for. 

So to solve our present metropoli- 
tan problems, we must successfully 
unify our local government; effec- 
tively co-ordinate our representa- 
tion in Jefferson City; and demand 
that the membership of the General 
Assembly honestly reflect the impor- 
tance of our metropolitan area.

School Crossing Guards 

I predict that some time this com- 
ing winter some child or school- 
crossing guard will be struck by an 
automobile. 

This. prediction does not come 
from a sadistic desire to see or hear 
about such things happening, but 
rather from an observation of the 
reckless and careless manner in 
which some guards perform their 
tasks. In most cases their perform- 
ance puts their lives and the lives of 
the children in danger. 

Last winter during the snow and 
icy season I saw a guard step out 
into the street to lead a child across. 
She had no more regard to how 
many cars were on the street or 
how close they were—she was going 
to stop them! The car in front of 
me skidded some 15 feet and almost 
hit both of them.

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The U.N. in Space 

The great adventure of the conquest of 
outer space at last is on the way to being 
put under the aegis of the United Nations. 
That is where it has belonged ever since 
the first sputnik announced the space era to 
a startled world on Oct. 4, 1957. U.N. spon- 
sorship is needed to replace the jungle law 
which has prevailed up to now with an inter- 
national code. And this should encourage 
the hope that space will be used only for 
the betterment of mankind. 

Until three weeks ago the Soviets had 
shown nothing but a determination to go it 
alone in space exploration. Then they unex- 
pectedly abandoned their three-year boycott 
of the U.N. Committee on the Peaceful Uses 
of Outer Space. Last week the Soviets were 
studying the United States program for in- 
ternationalization of space. This week they 
accepted it, and the U.N. Political Committee 
speedily gave its approval. 

It is significant that Moscow gave up its 
insistence on the right of veto and agreed 
to majority rule. It did win out in its desire 
to see the 24-member committee increased to 
28, Communist Mongolia and three African 
nations, Morocco, Chad and Sierra Leone, be- 
ing added. But it abandoned the “troika”’ 
principle here as it had previously abandoned 
it in agreeing to U Thant’s election as acting 
secretary general. So the space committee 
will be composed of 12 Western, eight Com- 
munist and eight non-aligned members. Under 
the agreement the committee must meet no 
later than March 31 to start implementing the 
program that has been agreed on. 

The most important part of the program 
stipulates that “international law, including 
the U.N. charter, applies to outer space and 
celestial bodies,’ and forbids national ap- 
propriation of celestial bodies. If a Soviet 
citizen should be the first man on the moon, 
Moscow could not claim sovereignty. A sys- 
tem of registering all space launchings with 
the U.N. is another part of the agreement; 
it should end the dangers that have been in- 
herent in launchings surrounded by mysteries 
of one sort or another. Co-operation in the 
field of weather and communications satel- 
lites is also agreed to. 

At times the fight to bring a semblance 
of sanity to the exploration of space has 
seemed buried beneath nationalistic rivalries 
and indifference. Much time has been lost. 
Conceivably new twists and turns in Soviet 
policy could destroy what has been accom- 
plished in the U.N. this week. But for now 
the big fact is that the Russians, often so in- 
transigent that there seems little point in 
discussing anything with them, have yielded 
to patient diplomacy and accepted the prin- 
ciples of international sovereignty in space. 

If this can be achieved, significant prog- 
ress toward disarmament might also be 
achieved. Meanwhile the U.N. has a chance 
to build space exploration into an enlarged 
International Geophysical Year, and should 
lose no opportunity to realize the dream. 


No Evidence 

One of the fantastic aspects of the sit-in 
demonstrations in the South was the common 
use of the charge of “peace disturbance” 
against demonstrators who were doing no 
more than sitting or standing still. The United 
States Supreme Court raises the point in a 
brief and unanimous decision overturning the 
convictions of 16 Negroes arrested in lunch- 
counter demonstrations in Baton Rouge, La. 

The high court found it unnecessary to 
rule on the constitutional right of the 16 to 
lunch-counter service. Chief Justice Warren 
merely noted that the state’s case against 
them was “totally devoid” of any evidence 
that they had disturbed the peace by either 
active or passive conduct. This was the first 
of the sit-in cases to reach the court. It will 
serve aS a warning to segregationist officials 
who misuse the peace disturbance statutes 
against those who are disturbing, not the 
peace, but racial prejudice. 


Reforms in Welfare 

Some of the proposals in Secretary Ribi- 
coff’s first installment of reforms for the fed- 
eral-state welfare programs are disappointing. 
The mandatory provisions for stepped-up 
case-worker visits, and for separate divisions 
to locate deserting fathers and prevent fraud, 
might easily prove more pro forma than of 
any real service. We are more favorably im- 
pressed with the proposed request for day- 
care centers to provide for children of work- 
ing mothers on the welfare rolls, and with 
the indicated plans to offer a system of work- 
relief projects for the able-bodied unem- 
ployed receiving welfare aid. 

These latter measures are directed toward 
rehabilitation, and that, we think, is the 
proper direction: to enable as many as pos- 
sible of the people on relief to become self- 
supporting again, or nearly so. 

More case work than at present unquestion- 
ably should be done in families receiving aid 
to dependent children in which the father 
has deserted, the mother is unwed or a child 
is threatened by some moral or physical haz- 
ard in the home. At the same time there is 
at least room for doubt that the situation can 
be improved merely by making mandatory 
four visits a year by a social worker. 

There is already a shortage of trained, 
competent social workers and the recruitment 
of some 10,000 or more additional case work- 
ers by the states would require the use of 
many who are quite incompletely trained and 
of doubtful competence. Arbitrary require- 
ments involving the recruitment of large 
numbers of case workers might compel state 
welfare agencies to take in desperation what 
they could get. A more gradual approach, 
geared to the supply, would be sounder. 

As for the detection and return of desert- 
ing fathers, it is a proper principle that par- 
ents should insofar as possible be required 
to provide for their own children. Whether 
this approach will do it is another matter. 

Fathers who have desertefi out of irrespon- 
sibility are not necessarily going to be an as- 
set to the homes to which thay are forced 
to return. Those who have deserted because 
their families cannot othérwise\obtain wel- 
fare aid may, only be inspired-ta, intensified 
efforts to remain out of sight. 

In the latter category, the better solution 
is to change the law so that fathers who can- 
not find work will not feel obliged to leave 
home in order for their families to receive 
welfare aid. The federal bar to ADC in homes 
where there is an employable but unemployed 
father is under temporary suspension, and 
Secretary Ribicoff means to ask Congress to 
remove it. States which still hold up this 

barrier should be required to conform. As 
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for irresponsible deserters, it might be more 
practical to face the fact that mother is 
probably going to have to become the bread- 
winner. The day-care nurseries which the 
Secretary plans to request will free these 
mothers of the care of their children for 
enough of the time to enable them to take 
jobs. If they cannot find employment, the 
work-relief program the Secretary indicates 
he will submit to Congress should provide it. 

Secretary Ribicoff says he will announce 
further administrative reforms soon, and a 
complete kit of legislation in January. We 
hope it will display a growing emphasis on 
going to the causes of dependency. 


What Day for Rest? 


Missouri’s Supreme Court has upheld the 
state’s aged Sunday closing law, but with 
the sensible admonition that the Legislature 
ought to modernize it. After 136 years, the 
law merits reconstruction. 

Speaking for a unanimous court, Chief Jus- 
tice Laurance M. Hyde rejected the appeal 
of the Katz Drug Co. of St. Louis that the 
statute was too vague. However, the court 
did order a new trial for Katz because of im- 
proper questioning of jurors. 

Vagueness was an issue because Missouri's 
statute bars Sunday sales except for drugs, 
medicines “or other articles of immediate 
necessity.”” What might not seem an immedi- 
ate necessity to one person might to another. 
Vagueness also was the sole issue because 
the United States Supreme Court last May 
upheld the constitutional right of states to 
regulate Sunday sales. The court held that 
this was a matter of proper economic regula- 
tion rather than a matter of improper re- 
ligious discrimination though Justice Doug- 
las, for one, strongly disagreed. 

Blue laws did have religious origins in co- 
lonial times. Missouri’s Sunday closing stat- 
ute keeps company on the books with others 
which prohibit horse racing and games on 
Sunday. One law even bars labor other than 
household or charity work but exempts those 
whose religion observes another Sabbath. 

The contemporary interest in enforcement 
of Sunday closings, in Missouri and else- 
where, arises more from economic competi- 
tion than from religious sentiment. It comes 
from both businesses and labor unions. — It 
involves the increased competition to estab- 
lished and downtown stores from discount 
houses and suburban outlets which do so 
much of their business on Sundays. The 
very existence of this business shows that 
the Missouri law does not meet mercantile 
needs or shopping habits, and so the law is 
disregarded. 

If the Legislature will take the court’s ad- 
vice to modernize the law, it can do more 
than merely change the language. It can 
adopt a new statute requiring stores to close 
one day a week, without specifying the day. 
There is precedent for this kind of regula- 
tion in, for example, the 40-hour week law. 

Such a statute would permit store operators 
to choose their days for business, and permit 
customers to choose their days for shopping, 
according to their consciences and their 
needs. It would preserve a day of rest, yet 
eliminate the objections that enforced Sunday 
closings violate religious freedom and pro- 
mote disrespect for law. The present law is 
only five statutes removed from one prohibit- 
ing bull-baiting, and it is about as realistic. 


More on the Radical Right 

One danger inherent in right-wing ex- 
tremism was identified precisely by Navy 
Secretary Connally in his speech to the Cin- 
cinnati Bar Association. “It diverts our at- 
tention,” Mr. Connally said. ‘We are in grave 
danger of having all programs designed to 
inform the public of the nature and extent 
of the Communist conspiracy iden‘ified in 
the public mind with right-wing .adicalism.” 
This is the reason why such groups as the 
John Birch Society are, in effect, Communist 
tools. They bring ill-repute to true conserva- 
tism, and discredit to liberalism which is the 
best anti-Communist weapon. And, by ex- 
ploiting phony domestic “Communist” issues, 
the radical right diverts attention from the 
real menace, Communist imperialism.

The Germans in NATO 

The Russians are being more than usually 
heavy-handed in their propaganda attack on 
Gen. Adolf Heusinger, chairman of the per- 
manent NATO military committee, as a “‘war 
criminal.” Gen. Heusinger has held that job 
for a full year. In choosing this late moment 
to demand that he be turned over for trial, 
the Soviets are using the occasion of the al- 
lied conference in Paris to renew their claim 
that NATO, because it has some German 
officers in it, is an aggressive force. 

It is true that Gen. Heusinger, 'ike Gen. 
Hans Speidel, the other officer who has led 
the buildup of German contingents within 
NATO, served Hitler. As professional sol- 
iers they also served the Weimar Republic 
before Hitler and Adenauer’s postwar Ger- 
many as well. Neither was a Nazi. Gen. 
Heusinger was standing at Hitler’s side when 
a group of officers tried to assassinate the 
Fuehrer in 1944. He knew of the plot but 
took no part in it. Thus he was loyal enough 
to his military colleagues not to expose them, 
but loyal enough to the German chief of state 
not to join the plot. Whatever else may be 
said of him, it is hard to make him out a war 
criminal, and the Bonn government has re- 
peatedly cleared him of charges of Nazism. 

If there must be West German troops in 
NATO, there will be West German officers 
in the NATO command, especially when, like 
Gen. Heusinger, they possess unusual techni- 
cal competence. Americans who may feel 
uneasy or guilty about sharing leadership of 
the Atlantic alliance with a former enemy of- 
ficer need to remind themselves that this is 
a consequence of West German participation 
in NATO; and is anybody now prepared to 
consider a NATO without West German 
participation? 

Yet if one consequence must be faced, 
others should be faced, too. One is that, with 
West Germany in NATO for strictly defensive 
purposes, the Western alliance cannot justi- 
fiably insist upon its reunion with East Ger- 
many. Another is that, in xchange for West 
German participation in NATO, the West 
would be wise to give the Russians all pos- 
sible assurances that NATO will never be 
used for a forcible effort to change the bor- 
ders of Germany. Whether this were done 
by a nonaggression pact with the Warsaw 
powers or otherwise, it would fully answer 
any Soviet pretense that the Western alliance 
is anything but the defensive coalition Mos- 
cow knows it really is.

The Reserves Complained in °16, Too 


Wisconsin Guardsmen Wrote Their Senators 45 Years Ago,

It was raining hard that night in July, 
1916, when Wisconsin’s national guards- 
men detrained at Camp Wilson, Tex. 

Mobilized in peacetime for the first 
time, they had been ordered to back- 
stop Gen. John (Blackjack) Pershing’s 
cavalry against Pancho Villa’s border 
raiding bandits. They expected to 
fight Mexicans in 
the Rio Grande 
hills. Instead they 
found themselves 
of fighting black mud 
near San Antonio. 

The mud was six 
inches deep in the 
company _ streets, 
so mucky that each man carried a 
wooden paddle to scrape himself clean 
when he came indoors. ‘Indoors’ 
was a pup tent, supported by rifles 
and ditched to keep out ground water. 
For several nights the men slept on 
ponchos laid on bare ground and in 
their clothes and shoes. 

“If we had taken them off,” one 
explained, ‘‘we never would have got 
them on again.” 

When the drizzle ended, it got hot. 
One man wrote home that, with the 
thermometer at 114 degrees, the water 
was “too hot even to wash in.” Mud 
turned to choking dust. Armies of 
biting red ants invaded tents and cook 
shacks. Men shook scorpions out of 
their shoes and snakes out of their 
blankets. One woke to find a tarantula 
with ‘‘beady black eyes’’ crouched on 
his chest.

La Follette and the camp’s officers 
were sympathetic but unmoved, They 
pointed out that conditions at Camp 
Douglas had been excellent, that break- 
ing in a new camp seldom was fun. 
Be patient, they said, and things will 
improve. Sure enough, a few days 
later the Neenah men withdrew their 
complaint, and without being pres- 
sured. 

Food and weather had improved. 
Cots and wooden tent floors had ar- 
rived to thwart aggressive wildlife. 


The Better Oak Fyrom The Milwaukee Journal 


The anger of a tree lover whose 
favorite tree is belittled matches the 
fury of a woman scorned. Take, for 
instance, Sir Shane Leslie, 76, chair- 
man of the British organization known 
as The Men of Trees. 

Her Majesty’s Forestry Commission 
recently said that for some purposes 
the American oak (quercus rubra) is 
better than the British oak (quercus ro- 


bur). Sir Shane was up and shouting 
the moment he heard this ‘‘absolute 
nonsense.’’ He was horrified that any- 
one would believe that the English oak 
requires more shelter and that the 
American oak will grow in poorer soil 
and grow taller as well. Why, said Sir 
Shane, ‘‘nothing can be better than the 
English oak which has evolved in Sher- 
wood forest for thousands of years.” 


But Conditions Improved 


Cotton uniforms had replaced wool and, 
with light drill and plenty of passes, 
men were finding San Antonio a city 
of lights. 

The Wisconsin guard was considered 
a crack outfit in 1916, and when Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson issued his mobil- 
ization order on June 19, it proved to 
be: so. The morning after the order, 
nearly every man in the Milwaukee 
unit reported to his armory, in uniform, 
ready to sleep in a pup tent, 

By comparison, the mobilization in 
some states amounted ‘o a national 
disgrace. Texas had to court martial 
more than 100 delinquents, while units 
in Ohio and Pennsylvania were so 
disorganized that men raided restaur- 
ants en route to camp. 

Some 4000 Wisconsin guardsmen 
trained at Camp Wilson without firing 
a shot at the enemy (Pershing never 
caught Villa, but his aggressive pres- 
ence quashed the Mexican threat). 
They remained only a few months, 
gaining weight, acquiring suntans and 
making a few long marches. The last 
unit was mustered out Feb. 28, 1917— 
just 23 days before another, which had 
gone home in December, was mobilized 
for World War I service. From miser- 
able beginnings, life at Camp Wilson 
became so pleasant that the guard 
historian refers to the interlude as ‘“‘a 
most delightful war.” 

If history repeats, a similar phrase 
might one day apply to the stay of 
Wisconsin’s 13,000. guardsmen in the 
Thirty-second Division at Fort Lewis, 
Wash. Although the division now is 
much in the news with complaints and 
high level inspections, it has twice 
triumphed over similar turmoils while 
settling down in camp.

Between Book Ends 4 Selection of Children’s Books 


A diversity of subjects is offered in 
the new books for children just begin- 
ning to read with ease. Following 
those books that were reviewed yes- 
terday, one which is just plain fun is 
“The Fantastic Adventures of Westley 
Riggs” by Polly Curren (Bobbs Mer- 
rill, $2.95). The hero’s hilarious esca- 
pades as, with a touch of magic, he 
makes an artificial snowstorm and 
makes himself a cookie are illustrated 
with humor by Kelly Oechsli. It is all 
very ridiculous, and the reader is sym- 
pathetic with Mr. Riggs as he pleads, 
“But please don’t dream, Westley.” 

No less absurd is the bi-lingual 
“There Is a Dragon in My Bed” by 
Sesyle Joslin (Harcourt, Brace, $2.25). 
Subtitle on the sturdy little tome 
reads “And Other Useful Phrases in 
French and English for Young Ladies 
and Gentlemen Going Abroad or Stay- 
ing at Home.” 

Irene Haas’s clever illustrations on 
each page leave just enough room 
for the French phrase, for its phonetic 
sounding, and for the English transla- 
tion. For instance, ‘‘Vous etes vrai- 
ment charmante” (voo zet vray-mahn 
char-mahnt) ‘“You are very charming” 
shows the moppet in grownup finery 


admiring herself in a spacious mirror- 
lined corridor. The illustrations are 
fun, the text instructive, and the whole 
has a truly French flavor. 

Many believe that among the special 
needs of children in this shrinking 
world is mastery of a second language, 
a speaking, reading, thinking knowl- 
edge of a language in addition to Eng- 
lish. Dr. Martin S. Stabb, associate 
professor of Spanish at University of 
Missouri, has said that third grade is 
a good place to introduce the second 
language. 

Learning a new language with some 
of the well illustrated easy books would 
be a pleasure to most third graders. 
Records accompany some of the be- 

ing language stories. 

“Nobody Listens to Andrew,”’ an in- 
triguing story by Elizabeth Guilfoile 
illustrated by Mary Stevens, and ‘“The 
Curious Cow” by Esther K. Meeks, 
illustrated by Mel Pekarsky (Follett, 
$1.25 each) come with records, a great 
help to pronunciation. Both ‘are in 
French, Spanish and German, in con- 
venient small volumes with listings of 
the foreig: words and their meaning 
at the end of each. Patrice Thorne 
translates the story into French, Jo- 
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hanna Haase, into German, and Ida 
N. de Hinojosa into Spanish. 


Eunice Young Smith’s “Le Petit 
Tambour Rouge” (Albert Whitman, 
$2.50), obviously, the French version 
of “‘The Little Red Drum” is appropri- 
ate to the season. The talented author’s 
beautiful illustrations in color and 
black and white complement the story 
and its French setting. 


In case the young student starts 
wading into deep water, the picture- 
book- sized ‘Golden English-French 
Dictionary’ (Golden Press, $3.95) 
“Pour les Enfants Qui Etudient le 
Francais’ may prove helpful. Lavish 
colored pictures by Gertrude Elliott 
almost give away the meanings. 

For instance, if it is “doctor” we 
want, we find it in alphabetical order 
followed by ‘“‘medecin,” illustrated 
with the sentence ‘‘Le medecin nous 
soigne quand nous sommes malades,” 
and there is the picture of the good 
bag-toting man entcring the sickroom 
of a very attractive little girl. It al- 
most tempts a grown-up to turn back 
the pages of time and brush up on a 
second language.

It was based on a rich 
continent in which trade was 
free, and on which people, drawn 
from civilized Europe, produced 
a pre-eminent standard of life. 
Only since the foundation of the 
Common Market has there begun 
to exist in the West an economy 
to be compared with that of the 
United States 


The President’s Theme. 


Now that Great Britain and the 
rest of Europe probably will join 
the Common Market, the United 
States must make itself ready 
to live and to trade with a free 
economy which will soon be 
larger than our own, which 1s 
growing much faster than our 
own 

Do we come together in one 
great trading community which 
includes not only Western 
Europe and North America but 
also Japan, Australasia, Latin 
America, and Africa—or do we 
go our separate ways, fragment- 
ing a non-Communist world? 

This was the President’s 
theme. It is of historic 
tance. Tariff debates are mighty 
dull, but the tariff debate which 
will begin in the next session of 
Congress will have incalculable 
significance.

High American Costs. 


This do@s not mean that the 
President's program will have an 
easy time in Congress.

More- 
over, wages tend to be .highest 
in those industries that export 
most successfully. 


This is true because in the 
high-wage industries labor is 
highly productive. There is a 
greater investment of capital and 
there is more working and tech- 
nical and managerial! skil!. Com- 
paréd with the Common Market 
countries, American wages are 
higher, but American productiv- 
ity is greater. There is no reason 
to think that at this time the 
American economy as a whole 
cannot stand up competitively to 
the common market as a whole 


A Richer West. 


Europe with its enlarged mar 
ket will become more productive, 
but not all of this increased pro- 
ductivity will go into lowering 
prices. A considerable part of it 
undoubtedly will gu into increas- 
ing European wages which, as a 
matter of fact, are rising faster 
than our own. 

Nevértheless, the increased 
productivity of Europe will com- 
pel us to make ourselves more 
competitive. No attempt at price- 
fixing by tariffs could shield us. 
The increased competition will be 
good for the economy as a whole. 

The reward of all this will be 
greater than the pain. For the 
reward will be a much richer 
American economy in a much 
ric her Western world.

Life insurance companies have increased their investments in 
common stocks as the rate of return realized on them continues 
higher than on bonds or mortgages, a report released today shows. 


Although most of the invest- 
ments made by life insurance 
companies continue to be

In naming the committee, the 
Governor said: ‘‘Considerable 
emphasis has been placed on 
selecting members having broad 
backgrounds of constitutional 
study and expericnce with con- 
tt .utional nd governmental is- 
sues. The group contains dis- 
tinguished scholars. It is a 
practical-minded group and each 
member is a devoted Missiour- 
jan.”’ 

He said he has recommended 
Dean William L. Bradshaw of 
the University of Missouri as 
chairman of the group. No date 
has been set for the first meet- 
ing.

ELDINS 000,000 
THEFT OF ART IN 
TTSBURGHAREA 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 13 
(AP)—An unemployed salesman 
was arrested today in connection 
with the theft of contemporary 
paintings valued in excess of 
$500,000 from the home of a sub- 
urban Whitehall art collector last 
July, the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation announced. 

The man was identified as 
Ralph Chariton Hobbs, 45 years 
old, of Beaver Falls, Pa. He is 
charged with interstate trans- 
portation of stolen property, said 
B. C. Brown, FBI agent in 
charge in Pittsburgh 

The theft of the 10 paintings, 
called by some persons the larg- 
est art theft in the United States, 
occurred at the home of G. Da- 
vid Thompson on the night of 
July 28. 

No Paintings Recovered. 

Brown said the paintings were 
not recovered. 

Brown declined to indicate the 
prospects for recovering the 
paintings. 

The stolen paintings included 
six Picassos, a Miro, a’ Matisse 
and two Legers. Three of four 
other peintings, including an- 
other Picasso, were mutilated. 

Thompson discovered the theft 
when he and his wife returned 
home from a dinner party early 
July 29. The lock on the front 
door of the house had been 
broken. Inside, Thompson found 
a number of paintings 
from their frames and tossed on 
the floor. 

Offers $100,000 Reward. 

Thompson, at the time, of 
fered a reward of $100,000 for 
return of the paintings, “with no 
questions asked.”’ 

The Picassos stolen were 
Bathers.”’ "soe os 
Assise, Robe Bleu,” “Still Life 
With Guitar,” “La Dame a La 
Fleur,” and “Still Life With 
Cherries.’’ The mutilated Picas- 
so, slashed across the face with 
a sharp instrument, is ‘Por 
trait of Lady with Hat.”’

ject bids and to withhold from 
the public the successful bidder's 
name.”’ 

“Good government demands 
that the public have access to 
data pertaining to matters 
garding a contract with the Fed- 
eral Government,”’ Beasley ce 
clared 

Reason for Cancellation. 

He said the department's de- 
cision to cancel the contract was 
not prompted by Fouke’s plan 
to move its operations to Green- 
ville, S.C., but rather by the 
fact that the company did not 
discuss the matter with the Gov- 
ernment in advance, “and a 
series of other things.” 

Among these other factors, 
Reasley listed the company’s de- 
mand in 1955 for an increased 
share of the proceeds from the 
sale of Government-owned seal- 
skins, the continuing controversy 
over the number of sealskins 
available for processing and the 
dispute over female sealskins. 

He said the department has 
been dissatisfied ‘‘with the com- 
pany’s expressions regarding the 
number of sealskins harvested”’ 
each year. 

Beasley acknowledged that the 
number of male sealskins taken 
in recent years had not always 
reached the 80,000 3-year-old |

Merely a Proposal. 

Beasley added, however, that 
the 80,000-skin figure was mere- | 
ly a proposal, and he said the 
department “has harvested each | 
year the maximum number of |

sealskins determined by quali- | 
fied experts to be available un-, 


der sound principles of conserva- 
tion.” 

‘When it became necessary to 
harvest female sealskins in 1956. 
to achieve maximum sustained 
yield of the fur-seal herd, the | 
department looked to the 
(Fouke) company for assistance 
in developing processing tech-| 
niques which would achieve eco- | 
nomic uses of this resourse,”’ | 
Beasley said in his letter. 

“Unfortunately, five years, 
later the problem is still unre-| 
solved, and the department has 
had to look to other sources for 
aid in the solution of this prob- | 
lem,”” he added. 

“The demands of the company 
for guaranteed net earnings in 
processing female sealskins be-.

DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 13 (AP)— 
Former Maj. Gen. Edwin A.

Walker who resigned from the 
army after being reprimanded 
and relieved of command of the 
twenty-fourth Infantry division, 
was interrupted several times by 
applause. 

Comment on Accusation. 

In reference to Army charges 
that he criticized high « govern- 
ment officials and attempted to 
influence the votes of soldiers in 
a right-wing indoctrination pro- 
gram, Walker said: 

“IT have been charged with 
nothing. I have been found guilty 
of nothing. I have been punished 
for nothing. I have no grievances 
or regrets. ... 

“Today our relations and sub- 
ordination to the United Nations 
puts every man _ signing the 
(Army) oath under a _ double 
standard. We are sworn to de- 
fend America but have to abide 
by U.N. decisions. Under these 
conditions, the oath becomes fal- 
sified and fictitious. I could no 
longer serve in uniform and be a 
collaborator with this release of 
our sovereignty to the U.N.”

SALINGER SAYS: 


WAdENEGTON, Dec. 13 (AP) 
~~ Presidential press secretary 
Pierre Salinger said last night 
there has been a great decrease 
in the publication of secret in- 
formation s:'-*e President Ken- 
nedy urged the press last April 
to exercise self-restraint. 

Salinger said in a recorded 
radio interview he did not know 
whether it was a coincidence, but 
he declared ‘‘there has been vir- 
tually none of this type of in- 
formation published’ since that 
hme. 

The President, in a speech to 
the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association last April 27, 
suggested that newspapers 
should consider not only wheth- 
er a story was news but also 
whether its publication was in 
the interest of national security. 

Ten days later a group of 
newspaper executives conferred 
with him at the White House 
and it was announced then that 
another meeting would be held 
in a few months. 

Salinger said the President 
“did not advocate self-censor- 
ship.”’ 

‘Very Real Problem.’ 

“What the President was 
throwing out to the publishers 
was @ very, very, real problem,” 
Salinger said, ‘‘and that is the 
publication in our news- 
papers, and through the radio 
and television, of information 
which is of value to our enemy. 

“And he was trying to throw 
the subject open to discussion. 
As a result of that speech... 
these editors did come down, 
and we proposed to them what 
we thought was a rather worth- 
while idea for getting at this 
problem. 

“Unfortunately, the editors 
and publishers gathered there 
did not agree with us that this 
plan was any good. So there is 
virtually nothing that’s happened 
since then except a great deal 
of discussion. 

“T think that it can be said 
that since that speech there has 
been virtually none of this type 
of information published. 

“Now whether that’s coin- 
cidence or whether it is that the 
editors are taking a harder look 
at the copy that’s coming across | 
their desks, I can’t say. But) 
there’s been a great downtrend 
as far as the things that we con- 
sidered were problems which 
were appearing in papers.”

TOKYO, Dec. 13 (UPT)—Soviet 
remier Khrushchev bluntly told 
Japanese Prime Minister Ikeda 
yesterday that Japan has no 
claim to the Kurile islands.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13 — The 
political crisis in the Dominican 
Republic is speeding the demoli- 
tion of the dictatorial structure 
erected by the late Generalissi-

This is an untidy process, go- 
ing forward on the basis of im- 
provised response to highly emo- 
tional demands. The government 
of President Joaquin Balaguer 
has no clear plan. The opposi- 
tion is impatient and mistrusts a

The prospect is for mounting 
conflict over who will dominate 
the future in the Caribbean is- 
land republic that harbored for 
31 years the most thorough-go- 
ing form of personal dictator- 
ship in recent Latin American 
experience. 

Compromise Unlikely. 
Two political facts dominate 
the present situation. 
Antagonism between the 
armed forces and the major 
moderate opposition force has 
hardened to a point that virtu- 
elly rules out compromise. 

Whatever hopes existed of 
bridging or softening this hos- 
tility were destroyed by the 11- 
day general strike that sought | 

the resignation of Balaguer. 

In this test of strength, the 
armed forces backed Balaguer 
and won 

The Dominican people are 

eager for change — political, 
economic, and social. The 
breakdown of the old order 
that rode roughshod over civil 
liberties and exploited the 
wealth of the country for the 
benefit of the Trujillo family 
has released powerful pres- 
sures for political representa- 
tion, economic katterment and 
social justice. The people are 
searching for leadership.

Balaguer Weak, Unpopular. |

virtually appointed President by 


the late dictator in August 1960. | 
The assassination of the dicta- | 
tor last May 30 and the succes- | 


sion of crises that have arisen, 
including a thwarted coup by 
two brothers of Trujillo, have 
thrown the President into an in- 
creasing dependence on the 
armed forces for support. 
Echavarria led the air force in 
the uprising three weeks ago that 
blocked the plan of the Trujillo

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Research, Experience Disclosing 
How to Treat Radiation Victims 


GENEVA, Dec. 13 (AP)—‘‘I'm 
burning up, I’m burning up,” 
cried a Los Alamos atomic lab- 
Oratory worker after being hit 
by a burst of radiation in an ac- 
cident in December 1958. 

He was found dazed outside the 
laboratory and died in a com 
36 hours later. 

His is one of 23 cases in seven 
different radiation accidents that 
the World Health Organization 
cites in a report on what atoniic 
radiation does to human beings 
and how to help them. Four of 
the victims died 

An autopsy on the Los Alanios 
technician showed he appeared to 
have died of heart failure, ana 
“practically all the tissues ex- 
cept the lungs were found to be 
water-logeed,’’ the ~eport savs 

Other Injury Cases. 

Also in Los Alamos, one sci 
entist was killed in 1945 and an 
other in 1946. “Both of them de 
veloped very severe and exten- 
sive radiation burns on the hands 
and arms,” which touched the 
shield around a radioactive sith 
stance. One died 25 days after 
exposure, the other nine davs 
after. 

In March 1960 at a military in- 
stallation at Lockport, N. Y. 
nine men were hit by huge doses 
of X-rays when they were tuning 
a radar transmitter tube w thout 
the shield in place. While they 
were still working they evan 
suffering severe headaches, the 
report says. 

None died but they were al! 
given blood transfusions for in 
fections or bleeding. They were 
nauseous and sluggish for a long 
time. They began to lose their 
hair on the thirteenth dav unti! 
they were completely ‘7. 

At Oak Ridge, Tenn., five men 
were heavily exposed when en- 


riched uranium accidentally 
drained into a drum _ intended 
only for water. In Vinca, Yugo 
slavia, six were exposed when a 
power increase boosted the oper 
ation of their experimental re- 
actor to dangerous levels. 

Both groups showed loss of 
hair, vomiting and lack of en- 
| ergy 

The Yugoslavs were trans 
ferred to Paris and here an im- 
portant step was introduced. 
Five of the six were given trans- 
fusions of human. bone marrow. 

One who had been most se- 
verely hit died. The other fou 
were almost back to normal in 
three months. But the one who 
did not get any bone marrow— 
even though he had received the 
smallest dose of radiation—re- 
covered more slowly than the 
others, 

Indicated Treatment. 

The WHO report said help for 
radiation victims — still under 
much research—is along these 
lines: 

|. People hit by strong doses 
of radiation are especially sus- 
ceptible to infection from ordi- 
nary germs. They have to be 
kept in antiseptic rooms away 
from other people because their 
bodies cannot fight off microbes 
that don’t bother healthy people 

2. Radiation victims cannot 
create new blood cells in their 
own bone marrow. Transfusions 
of bone marrow from healthy 
people may tide them over until 
they recover. 

3. Certain special , chemical 
compounds can aid victims of 
large amounts of nuclear par- 
| ticles. No cure has been put 
forth. but scientists are investi- 
gating something called amino- 
ethylisothiuronium — AET for 
short.

| Passage of a revised rooming 
gg Ordinance was unanimous 

recommended yesterday by 
the Aldermanic Committee on 
Public Safety. 

The measure, which would 
change bathroom requirements, 
fire separation provisions and 
fire safety requirements related 
to cooking facilities, is expected 
to be moved for final passage 
tomorrow by the Board of Alder- 
men.

WORK APPROVE 
UN DANIEL BOONE 
DOWNTOWN LINK 


A bill to authorize the city to 
contract with the Missouri High- 
way Department for construction 
of the Daniel Boone Expressway 
from Twenty-first street to the 
proposed Poplar street bridge 
across the Mississippi river was 
approved by the Board of Public 
Service yesterday. 

The highway will cross Twen- 
ty-first near Randolph street and 
extend eastward over the rail- 
road tracks just south of Union 
Station to Sixteenth street at 
Poplar. From there it would con- 
tinue east to the connection with: 
the river bridge east of Broad- 
way. 

Board President Frank Kriz 
said the city would pay half the 
right-of-way cost, with the state 
and the Federal Government 
paying for the rest of the right- 
of-way and for construction. The 
city’s share is estimated at 
$2,000,000 

The city has béen under con 
tract with the state for some 
time for construction of the Dan- 
iel Boone from Twenty-first to 
Grand boulevard. Myer Able- 
man, urban area engineer for the 
State Highway Department, said 
about 70 per cent of the. right- 
of-way. for this section has been 
acquired and construction is 
scheduled to start in about 18 
months 

At Twenty-first street the ex- 
pressway will connect with Pine 
and Chestnut street pending con- | 
struction of the highway to the 
river bridge. 

OTHER ACTIONS BY BOARD 

Also approved by the Board of 
Public Service was a bill to 
appropriate $223,000 for improve- 
ments at the zoo as described in 
a master development plan an- 
nounced last month by the Zo- 

ological Board of Control. 

Improvements include rehabili- 
tation of the bear pits, construc- 
tion of waterfalls, water foun- 
tains and awnings for open pits 
at the Aquatic House, and dredg- 
ing of lakes and construction of 
walls around the lakes. 

Another bill would appropriate 
$35,000 for an incinerator at the 
zoo and $35,000 for alterations 
and additions to the filtering sys- 
tem in the Aquatic House.

700 PROFESSORS 
CONDEMN USS. 
SHELTER PLANS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (UPI)— 
More than 700 professors from 
colleges in the metropolitan area 
condemned the shelter program 
yesterday, warning that it could 
lead to a nuclear was ‘“‘which 
would be permanently fatal to 
our democrtic society.” 

The professors, three of whom 
are Nobel Prize Winners, said 
that although a shelter program 
might save a small fraction of 
the population in a nuclear war, 
*“‘this potential gain is more than 
offset by the fact that such ac- 
tivity prepares the .people for 
the acceptance of thermonuclear 
war as an instrument of national! 
policy.” 

Fach of the professors con- 
tributed $10 to pay for an open 
letter to President Kennedy and 
New York’s Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
feller in next Tuesday’s editions 
of the New York Times. In Bos- 
ton, 183 professors took similar 
action last Nov. 10. 

One of ihe originators of the 
New York letter, Mario G. Sal- 
vadori, Columbia University pro- 
fessor of structural engineering, 
told reporters yesterday the 
shelter program is “not only 
nonsense but bloody nonsense.” 
He cited an article in a recent 
issue of the magazine Consulting 
Engineer which said that one 
shelter proposed by Civil De- 
fense officials. would not even 
hold the weight of sand which 
builders recommend to be placed 
on top of it. 


OSTEOPATH DENIES CAUSING 
DEATHS OF 15 PATIENTS 


CAMDEN, N.J., Dec. 13 (AP) 
-—Dr. Albert L. Weiner has de- 
nied from the witness stand 
prosecution charges he caused 
the deaths of 15 patients by using 
contaminated equipment 

The 44-year-old osteopath, tes- 
tifying yesterday for more than 
five hours at his manslaughter 
trial in Camden county court, 
said none of the 15 patients 
showed symptoms of hepatitis 
or jaundice when under his care. 

Dr. Weiner, a specialist in 
psychiatry who practices in 
Eylton, is accused of mansiaugh- 
ter in the deaths of the 15. 

The state says those patients 
and 36 others who recovered, 
contracted the serum hepatitis, 
an acute liver disease, through 
what the state claims was Dr. 
Weiner’s use of unsterile injec- 
tion equipment.

MENZIES CONCEDES RIVALS

SYDNEY, Dec. 13 (UPI)—

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U.S AIRLINE LOSSES Man, Gone for Year, Still Hazy 
IN 1961 SET RECORD About Past but Sure He’s'Home 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (UPI) 
~The worst financial report in 
commercial aviation history and 
the second major merger of the 
year left the airline industry 
speculating today about further 
mergers. 

Continental and National Air- 
lines surprised the aviation world 
yesterday by announcing plans 
to merge, subject to approval 
by stockholders and the Civil 
Aeronautics Board. 

A few minutes after the merg- 
er was disclosed, President Stu- 
art G. Tipton of the Air Trans- 
port Association predicted that 
the airlines would wind up 1961 
with net losses of $30,000,000— 
the biggest total deficit on 
record. 

The $30,000,000 deficit estimate 
was misleading in one respect. 
Only four major carriers—East- 
ern, Trans World, Northeast and 
National—actually are expected 
to end the year in the loss col- 
umn. Delta, Northwest, United, 
American, Continental, Braniff 
and Western are expected to 
turn in modest profits. 

Tipton pointed out, however, 
that even the carriers making 


money would fall far short of the

Are We Becoming 
Nation of Watchers? 


: NEW YORK, Dec. 13. 
| PRESIDENT KENNEDY, speaking to the National Foot- 
| ball Foundation, has asked us as individuals—and not for the 
| first time either—to become more physically fit and to rear 
children who are more physically fit, too. In this speech, he 
lacie, | puts his finger on one of 
the fundamental problems 
of our age. 

“The sad fact is that it 
looks more and more as 
if our national sport is 
not playing at all — but 
watching. We have be- 
come more and more not 
a nation of athletes, but a 
nation of spectators.” 

We certainly are. In 
more ways than one. The 
whole tenor of life is to- 
ward non-participation. If, 
for example, one goes 
back 50 years, the aver- 
age boy would be a farm 
boy (we were largely a 
rural population then) who 
could do everything—milk 
the cows, shell the peas, 
play center field. Today 
the peas arrive picked, 
ghelled. and frozen, and the boy watches Mickey Mantle play 
center field. Participation is left to the experts; the masses 
watch. 

President Kennedy was talking lergely about non-partici- 
pation in sports, but non-participation, let’s face it, extends 
far beyond sports. More and more our plants are being auto- 
mated and the worker—if he’s not tossed out altogether— 
t« reduced to the role of watcher. In the offices, the business 
machines do the computing and the filing and the memo- 
rizing. If that infernal machine which understands a few 
words and types them gets perfected—and it almost certainly 
will—the machines will take dictation, too, replacing all those 
rounded, nubile girls, a perfectly horrible thought. 


JOHN CROSBY 


Even when we have tried to spread participation 
in sports in such fields as the Little Leagues, we find 
the emphasis is on winning rather than on playing. 
The idea is to field the best team—not to field the most 
players. Democracy itself, it sometimes seems, is 
getting to be largely a spectator sport—the great ma- 
jority of voters deferring altogether on the compli- 
cated problems to a few experts in the Rand Corp. 
who make the decisions and do the thinking. 


I think that both as a nation and as individuals we should 
ask ourselves how much time in any given day and above all 
in any given week (since that is the real unit of our exist- 
ence) we devote to being spectators and how much to actual 
participation. 

Reading a newspaper, for example (worthy as that oper- 
ation is) is a spectator sport and so is looking at television. 
Arguing politics with a dinner partner is participation; read- 
ing about it in the newspaper is non-participation. The first 
requires opinion, facts, interest—well—participation. The other 
is a blotting-up operation. Going to the movies, watching 
television, watching a computer do the work —these are all 
epectator activities. (Even flying an airplane is getting to be 
largely a spectator sport as automation takes over.) 


A participant activity—and I’m being pretty arbi- 
trary here—is something in which you use your vocal 
cords, your muscles, or your mind, or preferably all 
three at once. It’s quite possible, in this television- 
automobile-movie world, almost to get through life on 
100 per cent non-participation basis. 


A good many years ago Fred Allen predicted that the 
way things were going the human race would eventually have 
no minds at al! ‘‘but eyeballs the size of cantaloupes.” Fortu- 
mately, there are some hopeful signs. Television is so dull 
that a good many non-participants have fled to the saloons 
where at least they argue or to the cellar where they build 
boats or engage in some other do-it-yourself activity, both 
healthy participant exercises. 

The growth in do-it-yourself activities, the increase in 
‘skiing and golfing and water skiing and skin-diving and boat- 
ing are all mildly hopeful—although, of course, they are far 
outweighed by the growth of spectator activities. If our 
streets get any more choked with cars, we may have to get 
out of them and walk to work. We will, of course, have long 
since torn up the tracks or allowed the railroads to die of 
neglect, so we'll have no commuter trains. (The very idiocy 
of our transportation policies might lead to a splendid upsurge 
of walking. I can think of nothing more bracing than a brisk 
walk from Westport to Wall Street and back every day.) 

There’s one other inexorable movement in the direction of 
participation rather than non-participation. The servant class 
is rapidly disappearing not only in America but all over an 
increasingly affluent Europe. Until somebody automates bed- 
making, you'll have to do the housework with your very own 
hands.

DEAR DR. MOLNER: At the age of 52 I feel an obstruc- 
tion in the urinary canal, apparently caused by an enlarge- 
ment of the prostate gland. Since only minor irritation is 
involved, I wonder whether medical attention is necessary. 
Is surgery the only way of alleviating such a situation?

Prostate enlargement is one of the diseases that 
all men ought to know about. 

Such enlargement can occur at almost any time | 
after the age of 40. However, there’s no way for a 
man to be aware of it until a disturbance in urinary 
flow occurs—frequency; hesitancy in starting; having

A Good Road Crowded With Bad Drivers

THE FINAL SECTION of the 
Mark Twain highway was opened 
last July 28, and commuting in 
the north end of the St. Louis 
area became a many-laned mar- 
vel. A driver has a splendid 
prospect, from the Missouri river 
at St. Charles to the Mississippi 
at Third street in downtown St 
Louis without a stop light or a 
stop sign, but many have con- 
cluded that the blessings of the 
Mark Twain's 


open road have 
a companion evil. There is no 
place to hide when the compe 


tition becomes fierce 

Thousands use the expressway 
daily. They brag of their cool 
ness under fire and arrive at 
offices reporting the marvels of 
wrecks they have witnessed. or 
near-wrecks that barely got 
away. 

Mark Twain drivers in slight 
ly more than four months have 
acquired a smug_ superiority 
about commuting more swiftly 
and living more dangerousiv 
than the drivers committed to 
such ancient cowpaths as the 
Danie! Boone. Between inverse 
braggarts, and the timid. and 
the cruel statistic that 12 people 
have been killed on the highway 
this year, the Mark Twain has 
a running start toward notoriety. 


CAPT. W. S. BARTON of 
Troop C, Missouri Highway Pa 
trol, was an immediately under- 


Standing and sympathetic man 
when I| telephoned him and made 
a proposition: I never had been 
on the Mark Twain: I knew it 
only by reputation; | would like 
to ride it as a passenger during 
the rush hour with an expert in 
the matter of safe driving on free- 
ways. Capt. Barton arranged a 
morning rush-hour ride with Set 
W. L. Hutchings and an evening 
rush-hour ride with Sgt 
Dennison. 


I rnest 


Barton said his men would be 
pleased, in a sorrowing fashion, 
to point out the common mis- 
takes made by drivers on the 
freeway range of the Mark 
Twain. He forced a laugh when 
asked if two trips would be suf- 
ficient to witness all the errors. 
He said he would guarantee a 
full sampling within the first 
mile or two and repetition with- 
out end thereafter. 


“And the pity is,” said Bar- 
ton, “it’s a good road. There's 
nothing wrong with the road. 
It’s inattention, bad driving 
habits on the part of the peo- 
ple using it. Cockpit trouble, 
I call it,” 


Driving from the Troop C 
headquarters at Highway 40 and 
Ballas, to get onto the Mark 
Twain at the Lindbergh junction

Sgt. Hutchings told me with a 
note of resigned certainty what 
to look for.

ignated Interstate U. S. 70. 
Instead of proceeding to a clo 
verleaf, the median-crossers let 
down the chains at openings in 
the fence, to change direction 
on the highway. The openings 
are intended solely for highway 
work crews. A woman was 
killed recently near St. Charles 
while making such a cross-over. 


“The thing I’ve noticed 
since the Mark Twain 
opened,”’ said Hutchings, “‘is 
that people aren’t experienced, 
and many don’t yet under- 
stand that freeway driving 
requires a different technique. 
I'll pull out at the Florissant 
cloverleaf and you watch the 
way people misuse the accel- 
eration lane. You'd be sur- 
prised how many rear-end col- 
lisions occur because people 
make full stops at the head of 
those lanes.” 


Hutchings parked the state car 


in a pull-out area west of the. 


entry point. A man in a compact 
car obligingly illustrated an evil 
by pulling out straight into a 
lane of traffic, ahead of a fast- 
rolling truck. The man in the 
compact was impatient with a 
driver who had made a full 
Slop.

Noting that the real estate tax 
is practically non-existent in 
South America, Curtis down- 
graded the value of a ‘‘soak the 
rich” scheme suggested by some 
North Americans. 

He would prefer a rea] estate 
tax based on the value of the 
land, such as we have in the 
United States. Such a tax, he 
said, set up as a revenue pro- 
gram rather than land reform, 
would provide necessary disci- 
pline. 

Tax Laws Unenforced. 


The present real estate tax 
rate is based on land use, he 
said, adding that it is no more 
enforced than were Prohibition 
laws in the United States. An 
income tax also would help, he 
said. 

Another improvement would 
be a civil service system worthy 
of the name, Curtis said, be- 
cause only the military are so 
protected. Although members of 
the armed forces have excellent 
training, promotion and retire- 
ment plans, the postal service is 
“terrible,”’ he said. 

Without good post! facilities, 
he added, rural residents do not 


have an opporiuniiy to learn 
from books, newspapers, Cir- 
culars and other educational 
aids. 


Curtis deplored the presence 
of ‘“‘too much federal govern- 
ment and not enough Iocal gov- 
ernment” in South, America. 
Where local officials exist, he 
said, they are paid by the na- 
tional government which ‘“‘oper- 
ates practically everything.” 

Threat of Communism. 

Turning to the threat of com- 
munism in South America, Curtis 
said it is not as great as many 
North Americans believe.

More than 150 English instruc- 
tors from St. Louis county 
schools heard a panel of fellow 
teachesr discuss ‘‘Tested Ways 
to Teach Writing’ at a meeting 
of the St. Louis Suburban Teach- 
ers of English at Ritenour Junior 
High School, 8740 Forest avenue, 
Overland.

“Hiring the right men, how-

now. Later, each will take a 
three-and-one-half-hour written 
examination, which will test in- 
telligence, emotional character, 
aptitude, and psychological back- 
ground. 

‘Then each will take a phy- 
sical examination and be. inter- 
viewed individually. 

Training to Be Extensive. 

*‘Because this is the first op- 
eration of its kind in the state, 
we. intend to train the final six 
men in every phase of the de- 
partment’s operation. The pur- 
pose of this is to prepare them 
for possible jobs with other com- 
munities that may desire to es- 
tablish similar operations. 

‘“‘We want these men ready to | 
take over a complete depart- 
ment, if necessary. In addition, 
it gives me the satisfaction of 
knowing that in the event of my 
being unavailable, any of the 
men could operate the entire de- 
partment.”’ 

Brexler said he was certain 
that the combined police and 
fire operation was the most eco- 
nomical and practical for small- 
and medium-size communities. 

“T feel that in time, more and 
more communities will adopt 
this plan,” he said. 

“One of the major reasons for 
this feeling is that in many com- 
munities there is a great deal of 
rivalry between the police and 
fire departments. 

“Working conditions, financial 
benefits, and advancement are 
continual struggles between the 
two,” he explained. ‘‘We have 
seen many communities which 
have higher standards in one 
operation than the other. 

Shorter Working Hours. 

*‘The combined operation elim- 


'inates all of this,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
| pay higher, 
hours are less.”

He said the maximum salary 
for a member of the safety de- 
partment now is $485 a month. 

“In 1958, a captain in the Des 
Peres fire department received 
a maximum of $350 a month,” 

| Brexler said. 

“In addition, we used to work 
84 hours a week. Under the new 
system we will work a little more 
than 66 hours a week.” 

He said the employes would 
be on police patrol for eight 
hours, be on standby duty at the 
firehouse for eight hours, and 
have eight hours sleeping time 
at the firehouse. 

“This may see like a lot,” he 
said, ‘‘but when you realize each 


man has three consecutive days | 


off in every 10 days, you can 
see things aren’t really too bad.”

CONVENTION TRIP 


“We Learned a Great 


Deal,’ Froelich of 
Olivette Says — 
Trends, Problems, 


Techniques Discussed. 


Five city managers in St. Louis 
county returned to work this 
week more fully aware of their 
responsibilities and the problems 
facing their communities, W. E. 
Froehlich, city manager of Oliv- 
@tte, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. 

The five attended the annual 
Internationa! City Managers’ As- 
Sociation conference last week in 
Miami Beach, Fila. 

“The conference was excep- 
tionally good,’’ Froehlich said. 
*We all learned a great deal and 
certainly some changes in our 
ideas and policies will result.” 

He said such things as Federal] 
Government-city relations, man 
agement techniques, trends in 
tity management, problems of 
gfuburban cities, and trends in 
¢ity services were discussed. 

Che purpose of the convention, 
Froehlich said, was to increase 
the city manager’s competence 
and to further the improvement 
of municipal administration. 

“One of the most enlightening 
Sessions,” he said, ‘‘was titled 
‘Problems of Suburban Cities 

Apathy Discussed. 

“Discussions were held and 
three basic problems were 
brought out: Trends in land-use 
control, reporting to the public, 
and overcoming public apathy. 

“A very significant factor that 
Could be used to help overcome 
the latter two would be public 
relations,”” he said. ‘‘Studies 
have shown that using the press 
to issue regular reports to the 
public results in a marked in- 
Crease in citizen participation 
and public awareness of munici- 
pal problems.”’ 

He said pubi'c apathy was one 
of the biggest problems facing 
city government today. 

‘A complete discussion of ur- 
ban renewal and its application 
also was held,”’ Froehlich said. 

‘We discussed the right and 
wrong ways to go about it: the 
means of financing such a 
and the goals you 
should accomplish. 

“As in other fields of govern- 
ment management,’’ he _ con- 
tinued, “‘it is important to have 
citizens co-operation when con- 
ducting an urban renewal proj-

Session on Politics. 

Froehlich said the session he 
most enjoyed was “Is the City 
Manager a Political Leader?” 

‘This was 2 fascinating dis- 
cussion,” he said, ‘‘between two 
political educators who had 
never met before. Each pre- 
sented his entire case to the 
assembled group before realizing 
their answers and arguments to 
the question were entirely oppo- 
site.”’ 

Froehlich said one speaker had 
‘ves’ the city manager is 
a political leader in that he 
formulate and recom- 
mend policies to the city’s gov- 
erning body. 

The other, however, said ‘‘no,’ 
the manager should not be a 
political leader. 

“This person defined politics 
in a more general sense,”’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘saying a political lead- 
er was more a person involved 
with political parties and cam- 
paigning. 

Another problem that was dis- 
cussed at the conference, Froeh- 


lich said, was recent trends and | 


problems of city personnel. 
‘“‘These personnel problems can 
he said.

! find it hard to place all city em- 
- ployes in the proper jobs and 


have them properly trained.”’ 

A good example that was given 
as to how to utilize personnel 
was to have firemen perform

“We have tried this in Oliv- 
ette,”’ Froehlich said, ‘and it 
has worked very well.” 

Appraisal ef Occupation. 

“T was quite surprised,’’ Froeh- 
lich said, ‘‘to find a complete 
session devoted entirely to ap- 
praising the industry (occupa- 
tion). 

‘Most of the comments were 
very critical, and no one pulled 
any punches. The discussions 
pointed out our shortcomings, 
our weak points, our problems, 
and our good points.” 

He said one of the biggest 
problems among city managers 
is the fact that they ‘“‘jump from 
job to job without remaining in 
one town very lond.”’ 

He said a resolution providing 
for a minimum tenure of two 
years in One city was called for 
by the national organization's 
executive council. 

Another problem, he said, is 
that too few received adequate 
education in public administra- 
tion. 

“Many still cling to the old 
idea that a city manager must 
be an engineer, which, of course, 
i; far from the truth,"’ he said.

Dan Dodson, director of the 
New York University faculty 
and a member of the Center for 
Human Relations, said this sub- 
urban ‘“‘churchmanship” may be 
actually weakening fhe way of 
life it seeks to protect by sanc-. 
tioning questionable values. 

Speaking at the First Unitar- 
ian Church, 5015 Waterman ave 
nue, Dodson listed as dangers 
of this religious renaissance its 
preoccupation with group identi 
fication, social status, material 
istic ‘‘getting ahead’’ and the 
numbing influence of conformist 
ideas 

Suburban pastors, he contin 
ued, tranquilize their flocks in- 
stead of stimulating their social 


conscience. 


The suburban church thus be 
comes a “hiding place from 
life’’ where self-centered people 
are sealed off from larger com 
munity problems to the detri 
ment of urban areas as well, he 
explained 

Dodson said that as cities re- 
develop they tend to assume the 
group ideas of suburbia, because 
social and economic. barriers 
are raised by housing develop- 
ments, urban shopping centers 
and the attendant influences of 
conformity 

He called for religious action 
against social problems in urban 
areas—the only place where re- 
ligion can still reach across bar- 
riers of race, creed and 
nomic class. 

As it is, Dodson declared, the 
urban church, in large cities, 
has not succeeded because there 
is nOW more searching scrutiny 
of its often discredited dogmas.

School officials have seen the 
shortcomings of the school dis- 
trict organization pattern in the 
county, the report said. The 
ideal pattern would have a high 
quality program, efficient spend- 
ing of public moneys and equal 
opportunity, it noted.

The division of South America 
into two separate common mar- 
kets was suggested here recently 
by United States Representative 
Thomas B. Curtis (Rep.), Web- 
ster Groves. He said the 
Equator should divide northern 
countries exporting raw ma- 
terials from southern nations 
manufacturing finished products. 

Curtis, who has returned from 
a tour of South America, said 
in an interview that although the 
northern, or “‘Caribbean,”’ na- 
tions have some potential for 
producing finished products, they 
do not do so, and appear to 
have little economic relationship 
with southern South America. 

He took part in a fact-finding 
study with other members of the 
House-Senate Joint Economic 
Committee, which made the 
tour in connection with Pres- 
ident Kennedy's Alliance for 
Progress program 

The northern common market 
should be more like a marketing 
and purchasing co - operative, 
Curtis suggested, while southern 
nations, which trade mainly 
among themselves, should 
velop along the lines of 
European Common Market 

Economic Potential. 

Economic potential exists in 
all of South America, he said, 
but its component countries fail 
to realize their opportunities. He 
visited Brazil, Chile, Uruguay, 
Peru, Argentina and Venezuela. 

Although their populations 
have grown tremendously in the 
last 15 years, he continued, 
these countries are underpopu- 
lated when one considers their 
available land. And those born 
in the population boom have not 
yet entered the labor market, he 
said. 

Curtis said the committee ob- 
served also in the countries they 
visited a need for additional | 
skilled laborers, a deficiency | 
that could be corrected by re- 
laxing immigration laws. 

These countries have frontiers | 
similar to our own in the late 
1800s, he explained, adding that 
massive areas of underdevelop- 
ment could also be opened up 
by a land reform program offer- 
ing free land to developers.

“It would be wise and proper 
to restudy the capital improve- 
ment program submitted to the 
voters last October to determine 
the necessity of resubmission of 
some of the issues,’’ he said. 

Eight bond issue proposals 
were defeated by Florissant vot- 
ers. The administration had pro- 

posed city improvements that 
would have cost $2,950,000. 
Revenue Increase. 

The budget was based on an 
estimated revenue increase of 
more than $125,000 including es- 
timated increased revenue of 
$66,600 from real and personal 
property taxes. 

Koch told the board it would 
be ‘‘wise and proper to study 
our existing tax structure to de- 
termine if changes are in order.”’ 

He said that such a_ study 
should be made prior to next 
June, when it will become neces- 
sary for the board to establish 
the yearly tax rate. 

The new budget allows. for 
cost-of-living wage increases of 
2.5 to 5 per cent for all city em- 
ployes. The increase does not 
apply to elected officials. 

Koch said that the city had ex- 
perienced ‘‘a good year and the 
administration will continue to 

present programs consistent with 
progressive government.’ 
Year’s Improvements. 

He outlined improvements ac- 
complished in the last year in his 
report to the board: 

“Many improvements to 
streets, bridges, parks, recrea- 
tional services and police protec- 
tion have been afforded. Build- 
ing has gone forward. The water- 
works expansion program was 
completed in October and a 15 
per cent reduction in water costs 
from St. Louis County Water Co. 
was obtained last month. 

‘‘All outstanding debts have 
been paid and we find at the 
close of the fiscal year that gen- 
eral operating revenue exceedec 
expenses in the amount of $100,- 

35; water revenue exceeded ex- 
penses by $29,705, and bond re- 
tirement revenue exceeded pay- 
ments by $52,220.” 

The Florissant fiscal year be- 
gan Dec. 1. The delay in ap- 
proval of the budget apparently 
caused no difficulty, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Bueter, city clerk, told the 
Post-Dispatch. 

She said last year’s budget was 
not approved by the board until 
Dec, 12. 

$252,030 for Police. 

The largest increase in ex- 
penditures planned in the ap- 
proved budget is more than 
$22,000 for the police department. 
That department spent $229,627 
in the last fiscal year, and $252,- 
30 is the estimated cost of run- 
ning the department this year. 

Other increased expenditures 
planned are for the street de- 
partment, $18,460; street light- 
ing, $10,000, and parks and play- 
grounds, $7566. 

An additional $10,000 was ap- 
propriated for legal and en- 
gineering advice, and the ap- 
propriation for civil defense was 
increased by $2685 to $13,450. 

The biggest percentage in- 
crease for any category of the 
budget was for administrative 
purposes in the public works 
department. This figure in- 
creased from $23,300 in the last 
fiscal year to $31,600 for this 
fiscal year, an increase of more 
than 35 per cent. 

Some Decreases. 

Less money has been allocated 
for the’ following: Legislative 
costs, $2650; swimming pool, 
$128; insurance and bonds, $10,- 
000, and land-use and zoning, 
$10,493. Land-use and zoning 
were omitted from the current 
budget.

“We Learned a Great 
Deal,’ Froelich of 
Olivette Says — 


Trends, Problems, 


Techniques Discussed. 


_—— 


Five city managers in St. Louis 
county returned to work this 
week more fully aware of their 
responsibiilties and the problems 
facing their communities, W. E. 
Froehlich, city manager of Oliv- 
ette, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. 

The five attended the annual 
International City Managers’ As- 
sociation conference last week in 
Miami Beach, Fla. 

“The conference was excep- 
tionally good,”’ Froehlich said. 
“We all learned a great dea! and 
certainly some changes in our 
ideas and policies will result.”’ 

He said such things at Federal 
Government-city relations, man- 
agement techniques, trends in 
city management, problems of 
suburban cities, and trends in 
city services were discussed. 

[he purpose of the convention, 
Froehlich said, was increase 
the city managers competence 
and to further the improvement 
of municipal administration 

“One of the most enlightening 
sessions,”” he said, ‘‘was titled 
‘Problems of Suburban Cities.’

“A very significant face Oe 
could be used to help overcome 
the latter two would be public 
relations,” he said. ‘Studies 
have shown that using the press 
to issue regular reports to the 
public results in a marked in- 
crease in citizen participation 
and public awareness of munici- 
pal problems. 

He said public apathy was one 
of the biggest problems facing 
city government today 

“A complete discussion of 
urban renewal and its applica- 
tion also was held.” Froehlich 
said, 

“We discussed the right 
wrong ways to go about it; the 
means of financing such a 
project, and the goals you should 
accomplish. 

‘“‘As in other tields of govern- 
ment management,’’ he _ con- 
tinued, “it is important to have 
citizens co-operation when con- 
ducting an urban renewal proj- 
ect.”” 

More citizens committees 
working on the project, he said, 
will mean more support when 
the voters must approve an en- 
tire project. 


and 


Session on Politics. 


Froehlich said the session he 
most enjoyed was ‘Is the City 
Manager a Political Leader?” 

“This was a fascinating dis- 
cussion,” he said, ‘‘between two 
political educators who had 
never’ met before. Each pre- 
sented his entire case to the as- 
sembled group before realizing 
their answers and arguments to 
the question were entirely oppo- 
site.” 

Froehlich said one speaker had 
said ‘‘yes’”’ the city manager is 
a political leader in that he 
should formulate and recom- 
mend policies to the city’s gov- 
erning. body. 

The other, however, said ‘“‘no,” 
the manager should not be a 
political leader. 


“This person defined politics in 
a@ more general sense,” he ex- 
plained, ‘saying a political leader 
was more a person involved with 
political parties and campaign- 
ing.” 

Another problem that was dis- 
cussed at the conference, Froeh- 
lich said, was recent trends and 
problems of city personnel. 

‘These personne] problems can 
be very difficult,” he said. “We 
find it hard to place all city em- 
ployes in the proper jobs and 
have them properly trained.” 

A good example that was given 
as to how to utilize personnel 
was to have firemen perform 
city clerical and other duties 
while not performing their basic 
duties. 

“We have tried this in Oliv- 
ette,”” Froehlich said, “and it 
has worked very well.” 


Appraisal of Occupation. 

“Tl was quite surprised,’’. Froeh- 
lich said, “to find. a complete 
session devoted entirely to ap- 
praising the industry (occupa- 
tion). 

“Most of the comments were 
very critical, and no one pulled 
any punches. The discussions 
pointed out our shortcomings, 
our’ weak points, our problems, 
and our good points.” 

He said one of the biggest 
problems among city managers 
is the fact that they ‘‘jump from 
job to job without remaining in 
one town very lond.” 

He said a resolution providing 
for a minimum tenure of two 
years in one city was called for 
by the national organization’s 
executive council. 

Another problem, he said, is 
that too few received adequate 
education in public administra- 
tion. 

“Many still cling to the old 
idea that a city manager must 
be an engineer, which, of course, 
is far from the truth,” he said. 

Froehlich explained the suc- 
cess and growth of the manager-

LIBRARY SCHOOL 


The acute need for a graduate 
school of library science at th 
University of Missouri has again 
been pointed out by Mrs. Louvan 
Gearin, president of the St. 
Louis Suburban School Librar- 
ians’ Association. 


Mrs. Gearin told the Post-Dis- 
patch that there is a disturbing 
shortage of qualified professional 
librarians in the county area, 
as Well as in Missouri. 

The reason for the shortage, 
she said, was the lack of an ac- 
credited graduate schood of li- 
brary science in the state. 

“To receive adec te trait 

in library scienc: ’ Mrs 

6aid. ‘‘a eaielies must t. 
side Missouri and attend an ac- 
credited school. Often this re- 
sults in his taking a position out 
of the state.’ 

Resolution Adopted. 

The suburban association ap- 
pointed a committee to investi- 
gate the problem last year, Mrs 
Gearin said. 

“We feel our efforts were in- 
strumental in the passage of a 
resolution by the Missouri Li- 
brary Association which call “d 
for the establishment of a gr: 
ate school at the 
sity,”’ she said. 

The matter is being studied by 
officials at the university. 

“Elmer Ellis, university presi- 
dem, told us that the first step 
in establishing such a school 
would be a thorough study indi- 
cating the possible enrollment,” 
she said. 

“A survey conducted by 
state association and our -own 
special committee,’’ Mrs. Gearin 
continued, ‘substantiated the 
impression we Originally had.”’ 

She said the situation now ap- 
peared to be one of “‘sit and 
wait’ as far as the local and 
state groups were concerned. 
*‘We have not planned any im- 
mediate action,’’ she said. ‘‘In- 
stead, we have decided to wait 
until the university completes 
its investigation.” 

May Go to Legislature. 

She said the possibility of p 
senting the case to the state 
legislature has not been ruled 
outs ‘‘We might have to contact 
the Legislature if we do not hear 
from the university in the near 
future,”’ she said. 

Standards for a professional 
library education were establish- 
ed in 1923, Mrs. Gearin said. At 
that time the American Library 
Association said the minimum 
education required was a 
‘thorough college course of four 
years, plus at least one year of 
graduate study.” 

Mrs. Gearin said ‘‘There are 
scattered library science courses 
at Missouri universities and col- 
leges and they are generally of 
a high character. 

‘These courses, however, are 
generally not acceptable to ac- 
credited graduate schools of 
library science. 

‘A student with as many as 30 
or 32 units of library science 
credit earned at a university or 
college in Missouri. will find that 
only four, or at the most, 10 of 
these units are accepted at an 
accredited school. 

“With almost the same effort 
it he had earned his 30 or 32 
units at an accredited school, 
he could come close to earning 
his degree in library science.” 

School Is Within Reach. 

Mrs. Gearin said attainment 
of the school at the state uni- 
versity is near in the sense that 
there are almost enough com-

the 


petent instructors to put an ac- | 


credited school within reach. 

“I say this because the Uni- 
versity of California at Los An- 
geles, according to the Septem- 
ber, 1960, issue of Wilson Li- 
brary Bulletin, established its 
graduate school of library sci- 
ence last fall with three full-time 
professional staff members and 
three lecturers.
